Union of Pedestrians 
To Fight Auto Menace 


Narrower Streets, 15-Mile Speed Limit and 
Whipping Post for Careless Drivers Sug- 
gested at Preliminary Meeting. 


A small group of pedestrians 
made their way in safety to the 
recreation room of the Public. Li- 
brary last night, where a meeting 
had been called to form a pedes- 
trians’ union. 

It was a bad night for pedes- 
trians, and hose whq escaped its 
dangers had no way of knowing 
how their numbers had been  re- 
duced. Perhaps some prospective 
members of the pedestrians’ union 
slipped on the ice at Fourteenth 
and Olive streets. Perhaps others 
were smacked by skidding automo- 
biles at this cogyner or that. Some 
may have broken their necks on 
frosty street car steps or bus tops.

“There Ought to Be a Law.” 

They were very sure, however, 
that if pedestrians were to survive 
at all, there must be a pedestrians’ 
union. Speakers pronounced such 
a union “a grave and imperative 
need,” and laid down the follow- 
ing proposals which they said the 
union must advocate in order to 
reduce the atitOmobile menace: 

A law forbidding manufactur- 
ers from making automobiles 
that will go faster than 15 miles 
an hour. 

Careless drivers shoulc receive 
lashes “‘on their bare backs.” 

Abolish wide boulevards, They 
are too hard to cross. 

Change stop-and-go signals to 
provide a long interval between 
traffic changes to permit pedes- 
trians to cross the streets. 

Rebuke automobile _ drivers 
who boast of speeding. 

Declare that automobile driv- 
ers have no rights, and must 
stop at sight of a pe4Zestrian. 

Investigate the mcyor and 
Board of Aidermen to see how 
fast they drive their automo- 
biles. 

License and examine all auto 
drivers. 

The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Peoples’ Industrial 
System, a socialistic organization 
which conducts public forams at 
the library each Thursday evening. 

Pedestrians "Magna Charta. 


Thomas G. Patterson, a salesman, 
who made the principal address, 
presented the Magna Charta of all 
pedestrians. 

“Pedestrians,” he said, “have a 
right to stand on their own feet. 
Feet were given us before we ever 
heard of 60-mile-an-hour automo- 
biles. It is an inalienable right of 
men and women to stand on thei:

Blast Rips Boards O 
Front of Joe Adams’ 


House and Shatters Win- 
dows—Heard in Benton. 


-Dispatch. 
SPENTON, li, Nov. 19. — Gang- 
sters presumed to have been re- 
crufted from the forces of Crrarley 
Birger early today tried to lure Joe 
Adams, the 300-pound Mayor of 
West City, from his home, in an 
apparent attempt to assassinate 
him, and, failing in that attempt, 
paid their respects to him by drop- 
ping a dynamite bomb in his front 
yard. 

Tt went off with a heavy detona- 
tion, which was heard in Benton, 
just east of West City. Falling a 
few feet short of Adams’ front 
porch, it tore a gaping hole in the 
yard, ripped the weather boarding 
from the front of the house, 
smashed in its windows and front 
door and shattered glass in neigh- 
boring houses. 

A few minutes before the blast 
four shots had been fired into the 
Adams house with the apparent 
purpose of bringing the Mayor, out 
to see what the trouble was. 
Shortly\ afterward neighbors saw 
eight men retreating from the rear 
of Adams” home where they 
seemed to have been stationed in 
the belief that Adams, investigat- 
ing the shots, would slip out the 
back door to make a surprise at- 
tack on the disturbers. 

But Adams prudently stayed in 
his bed in the rear of the house. 
So did his wife and his brother, 
Gus, who was staying with Joe as 
protection from raids by Birger 
gangsters intent on killing Joe for 
his friendship with the Shelton 
gang. 

The bomb was thrown from &@ 
speeding automobile. It is believed 
probable it was one of the missiles 
which failed to go off when they 
were dropped a week ago on 
Birger’s stronghold, “Shady Rest,” 
by a Shelton gang aviator. The air 
bombs were made up of 29 sticks 
of. dynamite with two ounces of 
nitroglycerin for a detonator. 

Mayor Adams recently had 4dis- 
charged his Shelton gangster 
guards on the promise of Sheriff 
Dorris of Franklin County that his 
house would be guarded by depu- 
ties against Birger attacks. Four 
deputies were on duty last night 
but they went into Benton for an 
early morning breakfast just a few 
minutes before the attack. 

Just a week ago Birger gangsters 
machine-gunned the homes of Gus 
Adams and of Mrs. Mary Lough- 
ran, a widow, which are just west 
of Joe’s home. Birger has de- 
nounced Mrs. Loughran as a friend 
of the Sheltons and has declared 
his men will shoot Joe Adams on 
sight.
